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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The previous rejections are withdrawn pursuant to Applicant's Amendment and 
REIVIARKS. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Collins-Rector et a!., US 6,188,398. 

Collins-Rector discloses a display comprising a segment of video content, e.g. 
31, a still image, e.g. 33, and a separate and third portion, e.g. 37, of the display. 

Kaman discloses a video 2 and separate images, e.g. 4a-d, that are hyperlinked 
to an e-commerce web site. 

To have provided the still image, e.g. 33, hyperlinked to an e-commerce web site 
and providing the third portion, e.g. 37, to have provided specific information about a 
product. Collins-Rector notes that "any other desired information content can be placed 
in a fourth frame 37." It is the Examiner's position that to have correlated the 
information contained from image 33 with a hyper-linked web site 33, of Collins-Rector, 
as modified by Kaman, would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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The motivation for having done such would have been to enter targeted 
information that would have been related to information contained in a hyper-linked web 
site. 

4. Applicant's DECLARATION from Jeff Haber has been reviewed. Two issues are 
noted. First, the DECLARATION does not overcome the Collins-Rector filing date. No 
evidence is presented that the reduction to practice in May of 1999 correlates to the 
present claim language. Second, no information has been presented whether public 
dissemination of the invention referenced occurred prior to the filing date of Applicant's 
present application. 

5. Further pertinent references of interest are noted on the attached PTO-892.
